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Manufacturers oppose shipping shift to Geelong 

Car plan 'threatened'

TOYOTA, Holden and Nissan 
oppose relocating car shipping to 
Port of Geelong, the companies 
have revealed to the Independent. 

Toyota Australia spokesperson 
Vesna Benns said the relocation 
would have a "negative impact" 
on the company's operations. 

Toyota had "serious concerns 
whether the proposal would be 
sustainable", she said. 



"The proposal would require 
the company to shift the process- 
ing of 41,000 import vehicles and 
82,000 export vehicles to the Port 
of Geelong. 

"Toyota's vehicles represent 40 
per cent of all vehicle volume 
traded through the Port of 
Melbourne. The site proposed is 
too small to accommodate current 
and future vehicle importing and 
exporting requirements. It has sig- 



nificant limitations and is unsuit- 
able for automotive use." 

Ms Benns said Toyota would 
discuss its concerns with State 
Government to "seek an outcome 
that is operationally suitable for 
the auto industry". 

A Nissan spokesperson said the 
relocation would add to costs, cre- 
ate double handling and increase 
port congestion. 

A Holden spokesperson said 



Holden' s concerns related to the 
"size and nature of the proposed 
site and its ability to support the 
same trade volume as the Port of 
Melbourne". 

Ports Minister Denis Napthine 
said the industry submissions 
included supportive comments 
and "some who raised concerns". 

"We'll consider all the submis- 
sions and come to a decision," Mr 
Napthine said. 



"We seek people's understand- 
ing that there are differing views 
and it's important to get the deci- 
sion right in the best interests of 
Geelong and Victoria. 

"We will meet with the car 
industry and Toyota to go through 
the issues and see what can be 
done to resolve them." 

Victorian Employers Chamber 
of Commerce and Industry chief 
Mark Stone told a business break- 



fast this week that Geelong must 
band together to approach the car 
industry about its concerns. 

"You have to ask the car indus- 
try what the issues are and how 
they can be offset. Geelong has to 
demonstrate what other benefits it 
can offer." 

The Independent reported last 
month that Geelong 's port would 
be short about 12 hectares to acco- 
date the relocated trade.

GEELONG has the highest fatali- 
ty rate in regional Victoria with 26 
road deaths, latest TAC statistics 
have revealed. 

Greater Geelong had six fatali- 
ties in 2009, nine in 2010 and 11 so 
far this year, the figures showed. 

Surf Coast Shire recorded nine 
road deaths and Golden Plains 
seven during the same period. 

The horrific toll is the target of 
a new regional TAC campaign, 
Talk the Toll Down. 

The campaign, a partnership 
between 60 Victorian regional 
newspapers and the TAC, began 
this week. 

Premier Ted Baillieu launched 
the campaign with an appeal for 
Victorians to help slash the toll by 
encouraging each other to be safe 
on the roads. 

Talk the Toll Down is TAC's 
first extensive print campaign 
across regional Victoria. 

The Independent is the Geelong 



campaign partner. 

"The TAC and its partner news- 
papers will be urging regional 
Victorians to talk the road toll 
down," Mr Baillieu said. 

"We're calling on regional 
Victorians to take ownership of 
the road safety issue in their com- 
munity and pull each other up on 
bad behaviour. 

"It's up to all of us to do our 
part to reduce the road toll. 

"Open discussions between 
friends and families can have a 
greater impact than being told 
what to do by the authorities." 

TAC research revealed that 
country Victorians were more 
likely to think they could get away 
with risky behaviour on the road. 

TAC's Joe Calafiore said of the 
211 road fatalities in Victoria to 
midnight on September 30, 116 
were in regional Victoria. 
Mr Calafiore said speed was a key 
focus for the TAC because it was 
a major cause of road accidents. 



"Speeding reduces the time 
drivers have to avoid crashes, 
their ability to control the vehicle 
and lengthens stopping dis- 
tances," he said. 

"Our speed challenge is to 
make speeding as socially unac- 
ceptable as drink driving." 

The Talk the Toll Down cam- 
paign complements another joint 
TAC-Independent campaign called 
Shattered Lives - the Hidden Toll. 

The series has been telling sto- 
ries of road trauma survivors, 
emergency services personnel and 
counselling professionals dealing 
with the aftermath of serious 
injury and ongoing disabilities. 

Independent managing editor 
Tony Galpin praised Talk the Toll 
Down. 

"Our region has seen too much 
death and suffering. If you know 
someone whose driving is a 
worry, tell them to wake up to 
themselves."

' Murdered' single dad struggled with poverty 
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Edwin Singer

A MAN found dead outside a Geelong 
hotel on Sunday night was single father 
and former social worker Edwin Singer, 
according to police. 

Officers found his body on Cavendish 
Street just before midnight Sunday after 
passersby discovered Mr Singer dead on a 
footpath. 

Police arrested Bradley Walters, 45, at 
the scene and charged him with murder. 

The Independent interviewed Mr Singer, 



55, in October last year about his struggle 
with employment and living below the 
poverty line. 

Mr Singer said he had abandoned meat 
in his diet to make ends meet and visited 
The Salvation Army for food vouchers. 

He was struggling to pay for his 12- 
year-old daughter's education. 

Sir Charles Hotham Hotel manager 
Chris Moore said both men were long-term 
residents of the hotel. 

"The people we've got living here are 
very private people and are all dealing with 



it in their own way," he said. 

"We've been in the pub for over 20 
years and, for a pub like ours that's a very 
quiet place, it's a total shock and totally 
unexpected." 

Detective Senior Sergeant Stephen 
Mclntyre said a fight allegedly broke out 
in an upstairs room before Mr Singer's 
body was found outside. 

He said the pair weren't sharing a room. 

The alleged murderer "made himself 
known to the police", Det Sen Sgt 
Mclntyre said.

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'Global backlash' 
for Geelong show

AN INTERNATIONAL backlash has 
prompted a Geelong theatre group to 
change marketing material for its contro- 
versial latest play. 

Hindi associations in Australia and over- 
seas have slammed Back to Back Theatre's 
representation of a Hindu god in Ganesh 
Versus the Third Reich. 

The play opened last week with Lord 
Ganesh travelling through Nazi Germany 
to reclaim the swastika, an ancient Hindu 
symbol. 

Back to Back, which uses actors with 
disabilities, said it had changed the market- 
ing but the script remained unchanged. 

A media statement from the company 
said it would amend or remove "references" 
on its website and promotional material. 

Back to Back would also issue warning 
notices alerting intending patrons the play 
portrayed Lord Ganesh, the statement said. 

Back to Back described the show as a 
"serious investigation" of issues surround- 
ing cultural misappropriation. 

"Back to Back is seeking, in part, to 
examine how individuals who are per- 
ceived to be outsiders... (are) more strong- 
ly integrated into a pluralistic society. 

"In our opinion, Ganesh is treated with 
great respect in the work. His integrity and 
status is never threatened." 

Back to Back spokeswoman Alice 
Gerlach said audience responses to the 
show had been "really positive". 

She hoped objectors would attend to 
judge the production for themselves. 

The group has previously performed 
around the world, including dates in 
London, Austria, Belgium and the United 
States. 

Universal Society of Hinduism in 
America president Raj an Zed said Back to 
Back had made Lord Ganesh a "laughing 
stock". 

"Creating irrelevant imaginary imagery, 
like reportedly depicting him being tor- 
tured and interrogated by Nazi SS, hurts 
the devotees." 
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Controversial: A promotional image for Ganesh Versus the Third Reich. 



Nevadan Jewish leader Rabbi Elizabeth 
Beyer said she valued freedom of expres- 
sion but the play was "unnecessary". 

"Such trivialization of Lord Ganesh, 
whom Hindus worshipped, would naturally 



hurt the faithful, and must be avoided," 
Rabbi Beyer said. 

Malthouse Theatre and Melbourne 
Festival are jointly presenting Ganesh ver- 
sus the Third Reich. 
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The biggest threat to road safety 
in regional Victoria is our silence. 



Deaths and injuries on the roads we drive 
every day are on the up. But it's not just out-of- 
towners passing through. 

It's us. It's people we know and live with 
who are being pulled out of crashed cars by 
the emergency services. Most often it's on the 
highways and back roads linking our towns. 

The police will continue to do everything they 
can to stop illegal driving behaviour. But we 
need to look after our own. Often a quiet word in 
someone's ear can do more than a blue and red 
flashing light. 

• If you know someone who always speeds, 
tell them to slow down. Tell them how people 



are scared to get in the car with them. 

• Use your influence to stop a mate drinking, 
then driving. Make sure they get home 
some other way. 

• As passengers we can tell distracted or 
drowsy drivers to pull over, or concentrate. 

• If all else fails, tell the police. It's not 
dobbing; it's saving a life. 

Many of us have made hospital visits to see 
friends or relatives injured in road crashes. 
We've been to the funerals. 

And often we walk away cursing ourselves 
and saying "If only I'd had a word with him".

PLANS to remove a 7. 5 -metre 
building height limit from areas 
without "significant" views are 
set to go on public display. 

A report to council said City of 
Greater Geelong officers had 
identified 16 precincts with views 
worth protecting. 

The precincts included parts of 
Wandana Heights, Highton, 
Newtown, Heme Hill, Hamlyn 
Heights, Bell Post Hill, Ocean 
Grove, Indented Head, St Leonards 
Portarlington, Point Lonsdale, 
Barwon Heads, Drysdale, Clifton 
Springs and Leopold. 



Council planning portfolio hold- 
er Rod Macdonald said nine-metre 
limits would apply in other areas. 

Buildings outside the 16 
precincts would no longer require 
planning permits. 

The report said loss of the 7.5m 
height trigger "may be negatively 
viewed by some in the community". 

"The right to participate in the 
planning process for a single two- 
storey dwelling over 7.5m will be 
removed unless it is in an area 
strategically identified as having 
access to views. 

"The majority of existing per- 
mits for dwellings over 7.5 metres 
are in areas that have access to 



views or are covered by another 
planning control." 

The report said the proposal 
sought to ensure that the siting, 
height and visual bulk of dwellings 
achieved a "reasonable sharing of 
views between properties and sig- 
nificant landscape features". 

"A view impact analysis should 
be submitted when there is likely 
to be an impact on views to sig- 
nificant landscape features by the 
proposed development," the 
report said. 

"Any view impact analysis 
should demonstrate how the design 
objectives to achieve a reasonable 
sharing of views has been met."

HEATHER Nankervis is a posi- 
tive person - no mean feat when 
you understand what she has 
endured. 

Heather came within a hair's 
breadth of losing her life in a col- 
lision just a minute or two from 
her South Geelong home. 

The personal carer was return- 
ing from visiting her 99 -year-old 
client in hospital when a car ran a 
stop sign. 

"The driver of the other car 
simply got distracted picking cig- 
arettes up off the floor and didn't 
see me or the stop sign," Heather 
said. 

"There were no extenuating 
circumstances. Speed, alcohol or 
drugs were not a factor and the 
weather was normal. 

"He simply got distracted." 

Heather was trapped in her car 
for 45 minutes while SES and 
CFA units cut her from the tan- 
gled wreck. 

She was taken to Geelong 
Hospital but the severity of her 
injuries meant she was airlifted to 
Melbourne. 

She underwent surgery to 
relieve bleeding on her brain and 
was in intensive care for two 
weeks. 

Heather listed her injuries: a 
fractured temple; a broken chin, a 
broken shoulder; 11 broken ribs; a 
neck injury; facial lacerations; a 
collapsed lung; bleeding from the 
liver and kidneys; four fractures

to her pelvis; and a broken hip. 

Simply hearing the injury list 
alone is enough to wonder how 
she survived. 

But despite her matter-of-fact 
retelling, Heather confessed the 
result of that split second error in 
judgement set off a life-changing 
chain of events. 

"Apart from my physical dis- 
abilities, the most significant 
impact now is the psychological 
trauma," she said. 

"I witnessed so much tragedy 
during my recovery, especially dur- 
ing my time at The Alfred where I 
constantly saw people receiving 
news about loved ones being killed 
or permanently disabled. 

"I saw the helicopter arriving 
daily delivering more maimed 
bodies. 

"Every day the same carnage 
happens and every day families 
lives are shattered." 

The experience led Heather to 



become a volunteer for Road 
Trauma Support Services, speak- 
ing to young first-time driving 
offenders. 

"My positive attitude helped 
get me through the dark days," 
she said. 

"I'm one of the lucky ones. I'm 
alive, so I value and enjoy every 
day. 

"I hope I can show people by 
example that having a positive atti- 
tude can have enormous results. 

"I want to help reduce the car- 
nage on our roads. I feel I'm 
speaking for the people whose 
lives have been touched by road 
trauma and for the families who 
have lost loved ones. 

"It's not until you experience it 
that you understand the conse- 
quences. 

"That's why I want to do what- 
ever I can to help someone avoid 
going through what I went 
through."

Life cycles 
in Geelong 



OPPERMAN, Mockridge, Evans - the 
list of high- achieving local cyclists 
begins pretty impressively. 

The common denominator for 
cycling in the region for almost 100 
years has been Geelong Cycling Club. 

"I've only been in the club for 10 
years, so I'm only a Johnny-come- 
lately," president John Burtt admitted. 

"I don't want to try rattling off 
famous names for fear of leaving peo- 
ple out but there have been a lot of 
very good riders who have been mem- 
bers of the club. 

"These days we have young up- 
and-comers like Leigh Howard who 
has been fantastic with his time, acting 
as an ambassador for the club," John 
enthused. 

"If you have aspirations as a com- 
petitive cyclist then Geelong is the 
place to be and the way to go. 

"We have a number of young riders 
competing in elite events like the Tour 
of Geelong, Tour of Tasmania and Tour 
of Bright. It gives riders a pathway." 

John said the club ran weekly races 
for its 150 members, with up to 60 rid- 
ers on any given weekend. 

"There are lots of people out there 
who are fit and have high-end machin- 
ery and look the part who are cycling 
regularly. 

"Many of them do the Saturday or 
Sunday morning ride then head off to 
the coffee shop and home. 

"We want to encourage Geelong 's 
recreational cyclists to transfer some 
of that competitive spirit into a club 
capacity." 

John said the road cycling season 
had just ended, with the track season 
about to begin. 

"The cycling track at Geelong West 
has been upgraded and the grandstand 
is being refurbished. We also run 
events on the Belmont criterium 




track." 

John was aware that, as with many 
clubs, attracting juniors was the key. 

"We have a few ideas about a junior 
development program and we're look- 
ing at developing a hybrid bike for 
juniors," he said. 

"We're working with a local bike 
shop to put together a universal sports 
bike based on a BMX to allow the 
rider to change the drive mechanism. 

"Then parents wouldn't have to 
fork out for a road bike and a track 
bike and would also have an everyday 
bike for their kids - it would be multi- 
purpose." 

John said the concept was under 
development with the support of local 
business interests and Cycling Victoria. 

The amount of positive publicity 
afforded cycling in recent years meant 
interest in the sport had grown, he said. 

The 100th anniversary of the club 
should also generate much interest, 
with a celebratory dinner next week. 

John said the club hoped to catch up 
with many former members. 

Former Australian national cycling 
champion Matt Lloyd would be guest 
speaker at the dinner from 7pm next 
Friday in Skilled Stadium's Captains' 
Room. 

John urged anyone interested in 
attending to inspect the club's website 
at geelongcycling.com for more infor- 
mation.

90 % in 
storages 



ALTHOUGH rain for September was below average 
virtually across the whole region from the Bellarine 
Peninsula to the Otways, there were few complaints. 

Geelong's water storages finished the month at 90 
per cent of capacity and the year so far has been well 
above average for rain. 

The average across urban Geelong was around 
35mm compared to the long-term average of 49mm. 

Normal totals for Geelong to the end of 
September are around 380mm but to date this year 
we have received around 470mm thanks to high 
totals in the early months. 

As for September temperatures, Geelong's daily 
minimums averaged 8C and maximums were 18.7C. 

Despite the change of monitoring site, these figures 
would equate to around half a degree warmer than 
Geelong's long-term September average temperature. 

Other features of the month included two thunder 
and lightning days on September 19 and 28. 
However, both days recorded only moderate rain of 
between 10mm and 20 mm respectively. 

No severe storms were recorded during the month. 

Strong winds over 60km/h were recorded on five 
days, with the month's strongest gusts reaching 
76km/h on September 19. Only minor damage was 
reported.

Belmont, 30mm, (50.2mm); Bell Park, 38.3mm,

Heads, 41mm; 61mm; Bellbrae, 40mm, (60.5mm); 
Clifton Springs, 43.2mm, (65mm); Corio, 28.5mm, 
(46.6mm); East Geelong, 34.8mm, (46.6mm); 
Grovedale, 25.5mm, (51mm); Hamlyn Heights, 
37.1mm, (51.9mm); Highton, 45mm, (51.8mm); 
Lara, 31.5mm, (47.5mm); Manifold Heights, 
38mm; (51.9mm); Moolap, 30mm, (52mm); 
Waurn Ponds, 29mm, (51mm).

Pokies lifesaver 

THERE'S been much debate recently about the 
Federal Government's reforms to reduce problem 
gambling on poker machines and it's timely to 
explain again how these reforms will work. 

For a start, they're not a thought bubble from me. 
They're lifted straight from the Productivity 
Commission, an independent body that has studied 
the issue for years and recommended this solution. 

Mandatory pre-commitment will be fitted to high- 
intensity poker machines with bets of more than $ 1 . 
This means people playing pokies set limits on their 
losses with a card before they start gambling. 

The limit is their choice and many are already car- 
rying loyalty cards similar to pre-commitment cards. 
But most poker machine players won't notice a dif- 
ference and won't need a card. 

Low-intensity poker machines will be rolled out 
with a $1 maximum bet. These machines won't be 
fitted with mandatory pre-commitment, so the 88 
per cent of Australians who gamble $1 or less a spin 
can play these machines just as they do now without 
a card. 

Federal parliament will pass the necessary laws 
by May and poker machine venues will have until 
the end of 2014 to comply. Small venues with 15 
machines or less, about 40 per cent of pokies ven- 
ues, will have until 2018. 

It's estimated 95,000 Australians have a problem 
with pokies, losing a staggering $5 billion each year. 

They also routinely lose jobs, family and friends, 
homes, minds and sometimes even their lives. 

Like seatbelts reduced the road toll, mandatory 
pre-commitment will save lives.

Rising weather tempera- 
tures in the past couple of 
weeks have made many of 
us aware summer is coming.

Silent nights with sleep clinic 



More than 40 per cent of 
Australian adults are 
severe snorers. 

Three-quarters of snorers who 
keep their partners awake at night 
are unaware they could be suffer- 
ing a serious health condition stop- 
ping them breathing while asleep 
and causing daytime tiredness. 

The condition, sleep apnoea, is 
Australia's hidden epidemic, with 
serious effects including high 
blood pressure, heart problems 
and, in severe cases, stroke. 

People snore and choke during 
the night because they have inher- 
ited a narrow throat and collapsi- 
ble throat muscles. 

This leads to snoring and chok- 
ing because as soon as the indi- 
vidual goes to sleep they start to 
relax. As relaxation progresses

throat muscles start to collapse 
onto an already narrow throat. 

The initial collapse causes snor- 
ing. As the relaxation continues 
the muscles relax further, leading 



to total airway obstruction. 

The severity of sleep apnoea is 
determined by how many times 
per hour the individual stops 
breathing, or instance of apneas, 
and for how long the pauses last. 

My Sleep Clinic conducts 
home-based diagnostic studies for 
patients to gather necessary infor- 
mation to treat snoring and 
obstructive apnoeas. 

Most patients are referred to 
the clinic by general practioners. 

Treatment is simple: if the 
problem is just snoring or mild to 
moderate sleep apnoea, a simple 
dental device is the solution. 

If the sleep apnoeais are severe, 
a CPAP machine is utilised.

The Volvo V60 is another example 
of the change in direction the 
company has made in the last 10 
years. 

A mid-sized station wagon it man- 
ages to combine style with practicality 
and makes a fine choice. 

The V60 is the third wagon variant 
in Volvo's range. 

Built on the same platform as the 
S60 sedan that was launched here late 
last year, it sits between the Swedish 
company's V50 and V70 models. 

European wagons have traditionally 
been smaller and more stylish than 
their more functional Australian coun- 
terparts - although Holden has broken 
the mould with its latest Commodore 
wagon - but the Volvo V60 takes this 
a step further with lines that are closer 
to those of a coupe than a station 
wagon. 

Indeed, from the rear, the V60 could 
almost be mistaken for a larger ver- 
sion of the delightful little C30 coupe 
that we recently tested. 

Three of the seven engines avail- 
able globally will be fitted to 
Australian V60s, the same three as are 
fitted to the S60 sedan: four-cylinder 
petrol, five-cylinder diesel and six- 
cylinder petrol. 

All engines are turbocharged. 

The smallest, but most interesting, 
of the three is the 2.0-litre four-cylin- 
der turbocharged petrol unit that will 
power the V60 T5 model. 

Named GTDi (Gasoline 

Turbocharged Direct Injection) it is 
virtually the same as the EcoBoost 
four-cylinder engine that will soon 
power Australian Ford Falcons. 

In the Volvo V60 the GTDi engine 
generates maximum power of 177 kW 
at 5500 rpm and torque of 320 Nm all 
the way from 1800 to 5000 revs. 

Fuel consumption is rated at 8.7

East will hope this offsets the loss of 
Peter Quick who retired from first XI cricket at the 
end of last season.

FRESHWATER anglers saw red in the past week. 
Well, redfin at least. 

The Barwon and Moorabool rivers along with 
many local lakes hosted an explosion of this fine 
table fish on the bite. 

Craig Varker put in the hours at Wurdee Boluc 
Reservoir to land his fair share of quality redfin on 
Pegron lures. 

The reservoir also returned rainbow and brown 
trout on lure and fly. 

I harassed fish in the Barwon and Moorabool 
rivers on both fly and lure. 

The odd trout was available but the redfin made 
for a few quality outings. 

Small, bibbed lures were successful, while the 
best fly offerings were smelt patterns such as a Grey 
Ghost. 

Brendan Sheedy found redfin above Buckley 
Falls, landing fish to just over 1kg on SX 40s and 
Atomic Shads. Clear colours were best. 

Trout anglers found fish at most western district 
lakes. 

Even three-year-old Brodie Mooney was in the 
action, with mum and dad helping him land a mag- 
nificent rainbow of 2.58kg. 

Deep Lake and Lake Tooliorrok hosted plenty of 
action, with bait anglers only needing Powerbait. 
Lures such as Tassie Devils or Rapala X Raps were 
also productive.

Noel Henry cast small, black Celtas at Bostock 
Reservoir to catch and release seven rainbow trout 
around 900g weight each in a two-hour session. 

Lake Purrumbete rewarded trollers with trout to 
over 3kg. 

Tassie Devils in the gold colours were good as any 
but trolling mudeyes behind cow bells was also suc- 
cessful. 

Powerbait continued accounting for rainbows at 
Lake Bullen Merri, although anglers fishing after 
dark with gudgeon accounted for bigger fish, browns 
of 2kg plus. 

Gary James said Lake Elingamite was on fire. He 
landed two magnificent redfin better than 1.5kg 
along with two brown trout over 2kg while trolling 
the new Lil Ripper clear coloured lures. 



Saltwater anglers also saw plenty of action, with 
snotty trevalla starting to show up at Cunningham 
Pier. 

Early morning is the go with chicken the bait of 
choice. 

Trevalla were also taken along the outer wall of 
Royal Geelong Yacht Club. 

Soft plastics were extremely successful for 
anglers drifting between Eastern Beach and the old 
Yarra Street Pier ruins. 

Snapper dominated captures, with fish better than 
3kg landed. 

The same area also produced trevalla, salmon and 
flathead, with Turtleback worms and small, min- 
now-pattern lures accounting for the best captures. 

Casting small laser lures from the rocks at North 



Shore was rewarding for a number of anglers 
including Damian West two nabbed three pike over 
70cm. 

Snapper captures steadily increased. 

A few bigger fish were taken from the inner-har- 
bour but the outer-harbour really took off. 

Wilson Spit produced good numbers of fish 
between 2kg and 6kg, with similar sizes taken off 
Clifton Springs and the nine-foot bank. 

Fresh squid and pilchard have been the baits to 
use. 

Henry McMahon had a ball trolling for snapper 
from Point Henry to Leopold. 

He landed seven fish, releasing all but the largest, 
a beauty of 5.7kg. 

The best lures for trolling on snapper have been 
Dr Evil, Tail Dancers and Sebile Koolie Minnows. 

Squid were readily available from the shallow 
grass beds at Edwards Point and all the way to St 
Leonards. Shallow water has been best. 

Queenscliff's cut again produced silver trevally 
on either soft plastics or bait, with some nice snap- 
per also landed. 

Some outstanding whiting captures were also 
recorded on the evening tides. 

The Barwon River estuary continued to produce 
both salmon and trevally. 

Bream should also be available to anglers with 
fresh bait. 

Salmon were still being taken from the surf at 
both Fairhaven and Eastern View. 

Lures accounted for most fish, particularly on the 
high tides. 

Snapper anglers should try Clifton Springs this 
weekend late in the afternoon and into the evening. 
Anyone seeking redfin should try the Barwon River 
near Landy Field throughout the afternoon with 
lures.
